Farm Calendar 


Limited Pruning Best — Do not 
prune everblooming climbing roses 
severely after the first flowers lade, 
says A. O. Rasmussen, extension 
ornam ental 
horticulturist 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania State College. Pruning 
should consist of little more than 
the removal of dead blooms. Hybrid 
teas also thrive better lf not cut 
back hard after the first flowers are 
gone. 
Control Bean Beetles—To control 
Mexican bean beetles, spray or dust 
with a mixture of rotenone applied 
to the underside of the leaves, rec­ 
ommends John O. Pepper, extension 
entomologist of the Pennsylvania 
State College. Start to spray or dust 
as soon as the beetles appear or 
when eggs are first noticed on the 
leaves. 
Peel Pulpwood — Trees cut for 
pulpwood now will peel rather easily, 
according to W alter W. Simonds, ex­ 
tension forester of the Pennsylvania 
State College.

The best silage crops are the best 
hay or pasture crops Many weed 
plants in hay crops which are not 
good feed in the growing or dry 
condition are acceptable by cattle

crops In moderate quantities they 
do not m aterially affect the feeding 
value of silage. The best silages 
come from the legumes such as 
alfalfa or mixtures of legumes and 
grasses such as alfalfa and brome 
or Ladrno clover and orchardgrass, 
if they are properly treated when 
blown into the silo. 
Grasses and legumes for silage 
may be harvested 
with ordinary 
haymaking machinery or the new- 
specialized machinery which makes 
it possible for one or two men to 
harvest and chop the crop in the 
field and to unload automatically at 
a blower with little or no hand 
labor.

artificial shade. Fresh w ater also 
should be provided for the hogs at 
all times. 
Control Tomato Worms—Tomato 
homworma and tomato worms can 
be controlled by spraying with lead 
arsenate or cryolite or by dusting 
with lead arsenate and lime, says 
Lloyd Adams, Penn State extension 
entomologist. However, handpicking 
of the worms is most practical where 
there are only a few plants. 
Mulch Flower Beds—Weeds in the 
flower bed can be controlled by us­ 
ing mulches, reminds A. O. Rasm us­ 
sen, Penn State extension

m ental horticulturist. Use peat moss, 
crushed corncobs, chopped leaves, 
grass clippings or newspapers. 
Provide Shade—Extension poultry 
specialists of the Pennsylvania State 
College suggest having open shade 
available for poultry on range.

Anti-American Ko­ 
reans fought Japanese police with

CIVIL RIGHTS 
fROBLEM TO BE 
MET IN CHICAGO 


WASHINGTON iiP -- The civil 
rights program I* in the political 
shadows at the moment but will 
em erge at the Chicago conven­ 
tions. w hrrr bn*h parties will have 
m take a stand on it. It m ay be 
vital in the election. 
The Republicans were mild on 
civil rights in their 1948 platform 
This undoubtedly cost them plenty 
among Northern Negro voters and 
ardent white supporters of a civil 
rights program . It didn't help the 
Republicans directly in the South. 
If the Republicans don't wreck 
them selves this year by their own 
internal quarrels and again are 
mild on civil rights, it m ay cost 
them Northern Negro vote 
but 
m ay do them good this tim e among 
Southern whites. 
B oth Make Strong Bids 
Both Gen. Eisenhower and Sen. I 
Taft have m ade a strong pitch to 
win white Southerners away from 
their traditionally Dem ocratic tick­ 
et. 
Neither 
has 
said 
anything 
which could Inflame white South­ 
erners against them very much. 
Among the various civil rights 
problems, the one getting the m ost 
attention in recent years has been 
the 
FEPC , 
a 
fu r 
employment 
practices commission. The purpose 
of a governm ent FEPC would be 
to prevent employers from dis­ 
crim inating against a m an—who is 
in a Job or looking for one—be­ 
cause of his color or religious be­ 
lief. 
A presidential candidate can take

government FEPC altogether. 
lea%ing em ploym ent problem s to 
the states; for a federal FEPC 
which is only advisory, lacking 
teeth; or for a federal FEPC with 
full power to compel an em ployer 
not to discrim inate, m eaning he 
can be punished if he does. 


C a n d i d a t e s ’ P o sitio n * 
That last one. the com pulsory 
FEPC. is the goal of the m ost 
ardent Negro and Northern white 
advocates of civil rights. It is also 
the one which Is sheer poison to 
white Southerners. 
In his first news conference after 
coming home Eisenhower turned 
his back on a federal FEPC at 
all. He said he d leave the problem 
to the states. Taft would go along 
with a federal FEPC, but only the 
advisory kind.
